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Senator Robert Morgan Addresses 
Annual Friends Meeting 


Visitors to Hope Plantation, having had a first-hand view of the work done here, more of- 
ten than not are highly impressed with the extent of local involvement and with the ‘‘grass 
roots” organizational concept that has made the restoration what it is today. 

Such observations and complimentary remarks are always welcomed. Their importance 
however is further heightened when delivered by such notable personages as Senator Robert 
Morgan who was guest speaker at the Friends of Hope Committee annual meeting on 
December 9, 1978. 

Originally from a small town, Senator Morgan identifies with and appreciates the values of 
rural life, he told members of the Friends Committee. Subsequently, he said, he can view the 
Hope restoration through the perspective of one who is well-aware of the project's overall 
significance and impact. 

‘Historic Hope stands apart from many restoration projects in our state in that you are a 
private group and the House is privately operated,’’ he said. ‘‘The state of North Carolina 
does not own the site and does not operate the facilities and this is quite an ac- 
complishment.”’ 

Continuing, he observed that ‘‘this town and this area have never been more alive than 
they are now, largely as a result of the continuing activities centered around Hope. Thousan- 
ds of tourists find their way to this area to view the house, many of whom had never visited 
Windsor or possibly even heard of it.’’ 

,Earlier in the summer, in fact, Senator Morgan held a reception for the people of the First 
and Second Congressional Districts. He reminded the Friends, that those people gave ‘‘rave 
reviews.” 

“You have created a live and on-going community project which involves hundreds of 
people every year and serves as a source of community pride and spirit. | am here to tell you’ 
that this fact makes a difference.” 

Describing Hope as ‘a glowing example’ of what can be done, Senator Morgan cited the 
restoration as a ‘gift to your children, to your grandchildren and to citizens of our state and 
nation for years to come.”’ He urged the committee to ‘‘consider what a great legacy you are 


creating to leave for those who come after you and | think you will be even prouder of the ac- 
complishments here at Hope.”’ 


Annual Meeting of Friends Committee 


The Friends of Hope met at Hope Plantation on September 22, 1979. This meeting was 
preceded the evening before by a reception, buffet and Musicale which featured the String 
Quartet of the North Carolina Symphony. 

The well-attended meeting was presided over by L.A. Bailey, Chairman, and Mrs. Norman 
F. Perry, Co-Chairman, Mrs. Ives, who resigned recently as chairman, was praised as a loyal 
and inspirational leader. Mrs. lves had been Chairman of this outstanding support group sin- 
ce it was established in 1968 until her retirement this year. A Resolution stating the Foun- 
dation’s debt of gratitude to Mrs. Ives was read and adopted by those present. 

Mr. Bailey, of Rocky Mount, enthusiastically proposed plans for the Friends Committee in 
Hope’s preservation effort. He presented a check to the Hope Endowment Fund as a tribute 
to Mrs. James M. Tyler for her contributions to Tryon Place, Elizabethan Gardens and Hope 
Plantation. 

John E. Tyler recognized many Friends and guests and introduced new Friends Thomas L. 
Clark, Wilmington, Del.; Mrs. M.B. Fowler of Kinston; Dr. Banks C. Talley Jr., Raleigh; and 
Mrs. Marion S. Covington, Raleigh. 

John B. Gillam III, President of Historic Hope Foundation, briefly told of the 1979 events. 
He explained the Foundation’s need and hope of finding funds to hire an Executive Director 
to replace Peggy Daly. 

Mrs. E. Rawls Carter, Treasurer of the Foundation, reported the largest membership in 
Hope’s history, more than 765 members. She also announced the appraised value of items in 
acquisition and thanked the Friends for their efforts in this area. Mrs. Carter reminded all of 
the value of the Friends Committee to Hope and its many projects. 

The Friends divided into pre-assigned groups and returned with the following reports: 

The Endowment Committee’s report was made by C.M. Beatty Jr. It was suggested that 
Hope’s slide presentation and brochure contain information about Hope’s endowment, that 
other Foundations be explored for gifts, that individuals be encouraged to leave funds for 
Hope’s endowment and that gifts of real property, stocks and personal property as well as 
cash be encouraged. It was pointed out that all gifts to Hope are tax-exempt. 

The King-Bazemore Committee was brought up to date on the progress and plans for this 
house by H.L. Thompson. 

The Publications and Public Relations Committee selected Dr. Banks C. Talley, Jr. and 
Mrs. Virginia Pou Doughton as co-chairmen. This group discussed many ways in which Hope 
could be advertised, such as articles written on specific topics relating to Hope and submitted 
to current magazines. Wider circulation of the brochures and a public snack bar at the plan- 
tation were also suggested. 

The Library Committee, chaired by Mrs. Sarah Brinson Pope, discussed the inventory list, 
_ suggested that the other books on architecture, owned by Governor Stone, be purchased 
and made plans to have the Inventory List printed and distributed to the Friends. 

The Furnishings Committee’s report was made by Mrs. James M. Tyler, chairman, who 
told of the plans to purchase curtains, cushions and floor cloths for the downstairs hall. Plans 
for a copy of the King inventory were also made. Hope’s need of a backgammon table anda 
case of surgical instruments was discussed. 

An interesting slide program on the activities of the Historic Preservation Fund of North 
Carolina was given by Dr. Banks C. Talley, Jr., President, and Myrick Howard, Executive 
Director. 


Secretary of Cultural Resources 
Commends Suport of 
Bertie County Commissioners 


Local support for Historic Hope Foundation was greatly strengthened this year by 
an appropriation approved by the Bertie County Board of Commissioners in Novem- 
ber. This allocation will be used to fund the position of executive secretary for one 
year and is in addition to previous funding for the caretaker’s salary and one full-time 
docent’s salary. This generous funding ranks Bertie County proportionately among 
the leaders of local governments that support historic preservation. 

Statewide, the pioneer act by a county like Bertie, whose tax base is limited, has 
merited attention by preservationists and state officials alike. Mrs. Sara Hodgkins, 
Secretary of the North Carolina Department of Cultural Resources, described the 
gesture as ‘‘a wonderful partnership’’ between support groups. 

“This is a significant thing when the county government recognizes the value of 
historic preservation,’’ Mrs. Hodgkins said during an interview from her Raleigh of- 
fice. “‘It is significant not only from the standpoint of teaching history but also from 
the economic value gained for Bertie County through the many visitors who come 
to Hope Plantation.” 

Recognizing the value of historic heritage forms a ‘‘wonderful partnership bet- 
ween local government groups and historic preservation groups, in addition to the 
bond provided by state and federal support,’’ she said. ‘When we see that kind of 
leadership exercised at the county level, such as what the Bertie commissioners 
have shown, we know that people really care about their heritage because govern- 
ment officials are elected to represent the interests of the people. ) 

“There is evidently,”” she continued, ‘‘a growing awareness on the part of the 
constituency of Bertie County for historic preservation and the county com- 
missioners there are reflecting that awareness.’ 

The state secretary observed that increased financial demands on local govern- 
ment add hardships to the already difficult task of fiscal policy-making by county 
leaders. 

“In these days of limited resources, | realize that the Bertie County commissioners 
have many demands for funds. They have had to weigh these demands and they 
have placed a high priority on this important historic site. 

“Their support is remarkable and | think they deserve all the credit they can get,” 
she concluded. |

King-Bazemore House 
Restoration 


Visitors to Hope can expect to see a “tremendous improvement” in work 
on the King-Bazemore House by early spring, report members of that com- 
mittee. Restoration of the mid-18th century dwelling, which was moved to 
the Hope property in March 1978, is now in the electrical and plumbing 
phases, both of which are prerequisite to foundation brickwork. 

Harry Lewis Thompason, chairman of the King-Bazemore House Com- 
mittee, said W.M. Kemp, the contractor-craftsman in charge of the 
restoration, has arranged for the masonry work which will begin as soon as 


the other phases are completed. Weather conditions, however, will play a 


critical role in the masonry schedule as a 16-hour drying period of above- 
freezing temperatures is required for the deep, solid brick wall that will com- 
prise the home’s foundation and cellar. 

~ Some 20,000 custom-made brick in six shades have been delivered to the 
restoration site. Under Mr. Kemp’s direction, masons will select and hand-fit 
each brick to match patterns found in the original brick ends which are still 


‘intact. Once this work begins, the foundation should be completed within. 


about three months and carpenters can proceed with weather-boarding and 
other construction details that will give the King-Bazemore House the look 
of permanence. 


Activities During 1978 


The past two years have been eventful ones for Historic Hope in a number of ways. Following are 
a few observations from President John B. Gillam III’s annual newsletter to all members: 


January — The sixth biennial Governor Stone Ball in 1978 netted $14,385.44, all of which was allocated 
to maintenance of the Hope property, enabling it to continue operating in the black. Mrs. Marshall 
Kilpatrick Jr. was that year’s chairman of the ball, a major fund-raising event. 


March — The relocation of the King-Bazemore House to the Hope property was an important move, 
one that will eventually strengthen the educational program here. This 1763 dwelling, a rare example of 
early North Carolina architecture, will be restored by W.M. Kemp, the master craftsman who so faithfully 
restored the Hope mansion to its original grandeur. Custom-made foundation brick, in six shades to 
match existing brick, are now on site, awaiting the initial steps toward restoration. 


April — Hope’s first ‘Springtime on the Plantation’”’ was most successful, gaining more than $3,270 to 
be applied to the King-Bazemore House restoration. The benefit’s relaxed country format of barbeque 
and square dancing appealed to many and was repeated the following year. Mr. and Mrs. J. Peter Rascoe 
Jr., Mr. and Mrs. Stephen Burch and Mrs. and Mrs. Linnie Perry Il were chairmen. 


December 9 — The Friends of Hope Committee’s annual meeting was held here with Senator Robert 


B. Morgan as guest speaker. Members enjoyed a preview of the Christmas decorations arranged for Open 
House. 


December 10 — Christmas Open House in 1978 was held December 10 and was attended by hundreds 
of visitors from throughout eastern North Carolina. The work of more than 100 volunteers helped make 
the event a success, as did favorable publicity, such as that provided by WITN television, Washington, 


N.C. on its Hospitality House program. Mrs. Al Baker of Colerain was the 1978 Christmas Decoration 
Committee chairman. 


December 11 — The December board meeting and annual Christmas party was ‘‘A Tribute to Esther 
Harris Smith,’’ the patron responsible for saving Hope Plantation from dismantlement. In 1965, she en- 
couraged her late husband, Joseph E. Smith, M.D., to sell the property to the Foundation for restoration 
and preservation. The couple also contributed the last $5,000 of the purchase price to the Foundation. 


Activities During 1979 


January/February — A policy enacted last January to close the plantation for two months to reduce 
heating costs will be repeated in 1980. The plantation reopened March 1, 1979. 


April — Hope Plantation’s second annual “Springtime on the Plantation’ was again successful and 
netted $3,538. Chairmen for the 1979 event were Mrs. J. Peter Rascoe Jr. and Mrs. Stephen R. Burch, 
both of Windsor. 


May — Notice of a promotional and planning grant from the State of North Carolina was received by 


Hope in May. This grant will be used to prepare a narrative that will accompany an audio-visual slide 
program. 


June — Executive secretary Mrs. Peggy Bell Day was on maternity leave from June 1 through July 31 
but, shortly after returning to work, moved with her husband to Craven County where her husband joined 
a new law firm. Also in June, a docents committee, composed of a group of volunteers, was formed to 
help the regular hostesses with group tours. 


July — The 1979 membership drive has been the most successful campaign to date. Total membership 
now numbers more than 765, with annual dues of $5.00 per member. 


August — The ladies ‘‘necessary’’ was completed and mid-April 1980 has been set as the date for com- 
pleting the adjoining men’s rest room. Mrs. Norman F. Perry of Colerain is chairman of this project. 


September — Hope's third Musicale was a candlelight occasion featuring the String Quartet of the 
North Carolina Symphony. The musical program was preceded by a reception and buffet supper. On the 
following day, the Friends of Hope Committee’s annual meeting was held, with L.A. Bailey of Rocky 
Mount presiding as new chairman. 


November — The Bertie County Baord of Commissioners voted to appropriate funds for employing 
two part-time employees to fill the vacant position of executive secretary. Serving in dual capacities are 
Betsy P. Overton of Ahoskie and Helen H. Urquhart of Lewiston. 





December — A most successful Open House was held at Hope on December 9 to welcome the Christ- 
mas season. Mrs. Robert C. Jenkins of Ahoskie was chairman of the 1979 Christmas Decorating Com- 
mittee.

Springtime on the Plantation 


For the past two years, Hope has hosted ‘’Springtime on the Plantation,” 
a successful fund-raising benefit for the King-Bazemore House restoration. 

The April springtime festival, which has become an annual affair, con- 
trasts with the biennial Governor Stone Ball in that it is a dress-down, “‘hoe- 
down” affair. Blue jeans and gingham rather than black tie and sequins are 
the favored attired and the food is strictly country. Menus from the past two 
years have included barbequed chicken, roast pork, potatoes, corn bread 


and slaw, along with plenty of ale to wash it all down. 


Foot-stomping entertainment, with blue grass bands and professional 
mountain clogging, has also been a main item for the springtime celebration, 
which begins at 5 p.m. and continues into the early morning out in the plan- 
tation’s parking lot. 

Last year’s entertainment featured music by the Home Town Boys and 


dancing by the Green Grass Cloggers of Greenville. 


The $25 per couple affair has netted a total of $6,758 during the two years 
it has been held and promises to be an important source of restoration fun- 
ding in the future.
